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LAWS. 


I.  The  name  of  the  Society  shall  be— The  Harveian 
Society  of  Edinburgh. 

II.  The  Office-bearers  shall  consist  of  an  Annual  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  and  two  Secretaries ; 
and  these  shall  constitute  the  Council  of  the  Society. 

III.  No  one  shall  be  elected  a  Member  of  the  Society 
who  does  not  belong  either  to  the  Royal  College  of  Physi¬ 
cians  or  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh ;  or 
who  is  not  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Army,  Navy,  or  East 
India  Company,  permanently  resident  in  Edinburgh  or  its 
vicinity. 

IV.  The  number  of  Members  shall  be  unlimited,  provid¬ 
ed  they  pass  the  ordeal  of  the  ballot-box. 

V.  The  Members  of  the  Society  shall  dine  together  an¬ 
nually,  on  the  ISth  of  April,  the  anniversary  of  the  birth¬ 
day  of  Harvey,  to  commemorate  the  Discovery  of  the  Cir¬ 
culation  of  the  Blood. 


VI.  The  Annual  President  shall  either  give  or  find  a  Dis- 
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course,  to  be  read  immediately  before  dinner,  as  the  Harveian 
Oration  for  the  year. 

VII.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  for  the  year,  the 
President  of  the  last  year  shall  take  the  Chair  at  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Society. 

VIII.  The  Vice-President  of  the  year  shall  name  his  suc¬ 
cessor,  and  shall  himself  preside  at  the  ensuing  meeting. 

IX.  Any  Member  who  is  absent  from  two  successive 
Dinner-meetings,  without  sending  an  excuse,  shall  be  consi¬ 
dered  as  no  longer  belonging  to  the  Society. 

X.  Any  Member  may  bring  a  Visitor  with  him  to  the 
Annual  Dinner,  on  communicating  his  intention  to  the  Pre¬ 
sident,  and  paying  the  same  sum  for  the  Visitor's  ticket 
which  he  pays  for  his  own. 

XI.  Each  Member  shall  be  charged  annually  with  Six 
Shillings,  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses ;  this  money 
shall  be  collected,  by  a  person  authorized  to  receive  the  same, 
a  few  days  after  the  cards  are  issued  for  the  Annual  Festival. 

XII.  The  Members  who  are  present  at  the  Dinner  shall 
pay  their  share  of  any  additional  expense. 

XIII.  A  Business  Meeting  shall  be  held  annually  on  the 
12th  of  March,  at  which  all  proposals  for  the  admission  of 
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Members  shall  be  considered  and  decided ;  and  Jive  shall  be 
a  quorum.  A  fine  of  One  Shilling  for  absence  from  the 
Business-Meeting. 

XIV.  Members  shall  be  admitted  by  ballot  only,  and  two 
black  balls  shall  be  necessary  to  exclude  a  Candidate,  when¬ 
ever  the  number  balloting  shall  exceed  ten. 

XV.  The  subject  for  the  Prize  Essay  shall  be  proposed 
by  the  Office-bearers  to  the  Business-Meeting  in  March,  and 
shall  be  forthwith  advertised  in  the  Medical  Journals,  &c. 

XVI.  Candidates  shall  lodge  their  Essays  with  the  Secre¬ 
taries  on  or  before  the  1st  of  January  ensuing. 

XVII.  The  Office-Bearers  for  the  time  being  shall  decide 
on  the  comparative  merits  of  the  Essays,  and  shall  report  to 
the  Meeting  in  March. 

XVIII.  The  Prize  shall  be  a  copy  of  Harvey’s  Works, 
or  a  Silver  Medal  of  the  same  value,  at  the  option  of  the 
Candidate. 

XIX.  The  successful  Candidate  shall  be  invited,  as  a 
Guest,  to  the  Annual  Festival ;  and  the  Prize  shall  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  him  by  the  President,  after  the  Harveian  Oration 
is  read.
